Mennonite church sponsoring Syrian family 
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A Niagara-on-the-Lake 
church congregation 
sponsoring a family of 
Syrian refugees expects to 
welcome them to their 
new country in the next 
couple of weeks. 

The decision of the 
church to sponsor a family 
was made just three weeks 
ago - it took about a five- 
minute discussion to make 
the decision, said Pastor 
Rudy Dirks. 

Known locally as the red 
brick church, the United 


Mennonite Church on 
Niagara Stone Road dates 
back to 1938. Its member¬ 
ship then was mostly 
German Mennonite refu¬ 
gees fleeing the dangers of 
Russia and Ukraine, said 
Dirks. Their lives were 
threatened, they were 
being persecuted for their 
religion, and they were 
losing family members 
who were being dragged 
away and taken to Siberia. 

“Many of the older 
members today still 
remember what it was like 
for them as children, leav¬ 
ing their homes, walking 
down the road with noth¬ 


ing, not knowing where 
their next meal was com¬ 
ing from, but much worse, 
hearing the bombs falling 
around them and fearing 
for their survival,” said 
Dirks. 

So when those who 
found Canada to be their 
safe haven read about the 
plight of Syrians fleeing 
for their lives, when they 
see the videos of refugee 
camps on the news at 
night, it brings back mem¬ 
ories of what it was like for 
them and their families, 
says Dirks, and they want 
to reach out.

It sounds cliche but what if this 
Christmas season, we spend more 
time helping people in need than 
getting that newest gadget which, 
let’s be frank, is out of date before 
you even unwrap it. 

Sure we drop money in Sally 
Ann kettles, give to local charity 
efforts, donate unwrapped toys, 
and coats, and food for the 
Christmas hampers and these are 
all noble deeds and welcomed. 

They are fuelled by the spirit of 
the season and it works pretty 
well. 

The trick is to figure out how to 
maintain that spirit throughout 
the year. 

According to Stats Canada, at 
least 15 per cent of Canadians live 
below the poverty line. For a 
country that often ranks at or near

We have million dollar analytics 
people figuring out how much to 
pay a free agent baseball pitcher 
or hockey star, why can’t we do 


the analytics on this? 

Children — almost 14 per cent. 
Really? 

They like a fire truck or dolly at 
Christmas but how about three 
meals a day, a warm, clean bed, 
and being able to be a kid without 
fear they will be beaten or 
abused. 

Wrap that up. 

The stress in everyday lives of 
those living in poverty takes its 
toll on all of us, impacts national 
morale and productivity; is a bur¬ 
den on the social safety net and 
health-care system, and in fact, a 
recent university study shows life 
expectancy can fluctuate almost 
20 years between the same gener¬ 
ic person living affluent lifestyles 
as opposed to in need. 

So this Christmas season, 
remember charity starts at home, 
because it truly does. To best be 
postured to help others, we must 
help our closest and most needy 
so they too can be postured to 

It's a natural progression and it 
needs to be a real aim, not just 
cheap talk, smoke, mirrors, all 
wrapped with nice ribbon and 
bow and disguised as Christmas 
giving. 

As Dickens’ Ghost of Christmas 
Present says, the keeping of the 
spirit lives in the hearts of good 
men and women all 365 days of 
the year. 

Keep that in mind when you are 
wrapping this season and ask 
yourself, so this Christmas, what 
have you done?

Benefits of knee replacements obvious, dangers less so 


Most people much 
beyond 60 years of age 
develop a form of degen¬ 
erative change in their 
joints called osteoarthri- 

It’s the most common 
cause for age-related 
degenerative changes in 
the joints and often pro¬ 
duces enlargement and 
deformity in the joints of 
the hands and feet. 

When osteoarthritis 
strikes the hips and knees 
it can be very disabling 
because of the associated 
pain. My sister-in-law 
used to wince every time 
she took a step, especially 
when she went down 
stairs. She is an adven¬ 
turesome person but 
found that the pain in her 
knees was really cramp¬ 
ing her life style. 

Beginning in the 1970’s 
prosthetic knee joint

replacement became 
available and is now very 
common and its benefits 
taken for granted. For 
most it works just fine as it 
did for my sister-in-law. 

In Canada roughly 
50,000 knee replacements 
are carried out annually 


and the number is going 
up. Most of those joint 
replacements are carried 
out for osteoarthritis 
affecting the symptomatic 
joints, in which the carti¬ 
lage is largely gone, leav¬ 
ing bone on bone and a 
lot of pain. 

However the well-de¬ 
served success story for 
knee joint replacement 
should not hide some of 
the downsides of the pro¬ 
cedure. Recently a large 
clinical trial comparing 
artificial knee joint sur¬ 
gery versus best medical 
management with 
strength training exercis¬ 
es, anti-inflammatory and 
pain medications, was 

As expected, for most 
people suffering from 
really painful degenera¬ 
tive knee problems, joint 
replacement worked well. 


What were the down¬ 
sides? 

First about 0.5 to 1 per¬ 
cent of people die in the 
post-operative period. 
Knee replacement surgery 
is associated with a sig¬ 
nificant risk of venous 
thrombosis in the leg and 
far worse, a potentially 
lethal pulmonary 
embolus, and others 
might develop an infec¬ 
tion in the region of the 
prosthesis, which is tough 

Occasionally patients 
suffer a fracture of the 
bone in the immediate 
vicinity of the prosthesis. 

And even if the techni¬ 
cal aspects of the surgery 
go well and none of the 
preceding complications 
occur, about 20 percent of 
patients experience per¬ 
sistent pain following the 
procedure. 


The trial was carried 
out in Denmark by experi¬ 
enced surgeons and so 
there's little to critique 
from that angle. 

In commenting on this 
trial the editor asked a 
common question in 
medicine. Do we need a 
clinical trial to show that 
something with such obvi¬ 
ous benefits as knee joint 
replacement works or as 
he framed the question, 
do we need a study to 
show that parachutes save 
the lives of people who 
jump out of airplanes? 

What this study 
reminds us is that even 
something as obviously 
beneficial as knee replace¬ 
ment surgery, has its 
downsides, and it’s a good 
thing to assess such 'taken 
for granted’ procedures 
from time to time to see 
whether and to what 


extent there might be risks 
associated with the pro¬ 
cedure. 

I might say the same 
healthy skepticism is no 
bad thing for much of 
what goes on in medicine. 
It’s a matter of sorting out 
the risks and benefits, 
even when the benefits 
seem so obvious. 

Dr. Bill Brown was head 
of neurology at the 
University Hospital in 
London before moving to 
Tufts University and the 
New England Medical 
Centre in Boston, MA.

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Lions’ Christmas tree sales benefit community

The St. Davids Lions Club 
has been selling Christmas 
trees for at least 30 years - 
maybe longer, says past 
president Rick Wills. 

Wills was at the York 
Road club house this week 
selling Christmas trees, a 
volunteer activity many of 
the members enjoy. 

It gets them outdoors, 
and talking to people - 
many of them are custom¬ 
ers who return every year. 

Some are even waiting as 
the trees are unloaded on 
the front lot, he says - espe¬ 
cially those with large 
houses who want the tall¬ 
est trees. 

The club will sell about 
535 trees, balsom, Fraser 
and silver fir, ranging from 
five feet to 12 feet, and 
starting at $30, going up to 
$70. 

They buy their trees from 
another Lions member 
who has a small operation 


in Tillsonburg, and belongs 
to that local club. 

The money helps sup¬ 
port several camps for kids, 
and some of it goes to the 
Lions dog guide program. 

Both the St. Davids and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Lions 
Clubs sell Christmas trees 
as a fundraiser, and funds 
raised fwill go back into the 
community through vari¬ 
ous Lions-supported chari¬ 
ties and organizations, 
local and international. 

The NOTL Lions Club 
sells about 350 trees a year, 
Fraser fir, balsam, and 
some Scotch pine and 
spruce, daily from noon at 
Niagara Fruit and 
Vegetables, on Four Mile 
Creek Rd. at Lorraine 
Street. 

The St. Davids Lions on 
York Road open daily at 10 

According to the Ministry 
of Natural Resources, 
approximately 1 million 
Christmas trees are har¬ 
vested at more than 600 


Ontario Christmas tree 
farms each year. 

The Christmas Tree 
Farms of Ontario says a real 
tree, cut at a farm or pur¬ 
chased at a retail outlet, “is 
great for the environment 
and provides employment 
for thousands of 
Canadians." 

Christmas trees produce 
oxygen, protect wildlife, 
and don’t harm Ontario 
forests because they are 
grown as a crop on tree 
farms - for every tree har¬ 
vested, there are 10 more 
coming along the organi¬ 
zation says. Nation-wide, 
the industry was valued at 
$55.2 million in 2013. 

That figure, according to 
Statistics Canada, repre¬ 
sents a 6.1% increase from 
$52.1 million in 2012. 

The total value of artifi¬ 
cial trees imported to 
Canada in 2013 was $56.2 
million, up from $49.5 mil¬ 
lion the year before. 

NOTL Fire Chief Alex 
Burbidge says real trees 


can be not only messy but 
a fire hazard, particularly if 
they’re not watered 
enough, and has some tips 
to keep safe at Christmas 
with a real tree. 

Some safety tips from 
the fire chief: 

* Before you put a tree 
up give the base a fresh cut 
to allow it to take up the 
water that you are going to 
put in the base. 

‘Avoid putting your tree 
near a heat source. Forced 
air and radiant heating can 
speed up its drying. 

*Use only CSA or recog¬ 
nized quality lighting and 
extension cords. The new 
LED lights give off very lit¬ 
tle heat. Don't run exten¬ 
sion cords under carpets or 
in areas where they might 
get compressed or 
pinched. 

•Make sure your base is 
solid and has a large water 

•Do not block halls or 
exits with the tree. 

•Do not use real candles.

Event empowers young

It was a weekend of empow¬ 
erment and support for 20 
young women who have faced 
or are facing the challenges of 
battling cancer.

The Pink Pearl Foundation is a 
Niagara-born concept, as 
Gasbarrino is a Thorold native. 

What started out as a simple din¬ 
ner and dance in support of 
Hamilton's Juravinski Cancer 
Centre 10 years ago, before the 
Walker Cancer Centre in St. 
Catharines, expanded into a foun¬ 
dation after two years. 

It now provides in-hospital sup¬ 
port packages and ask-the-expert 
sessions at various centres and 
hospitals inHamilton St. Catharines, 
Brantford and Mississauga. 

“When I was diagnosed with my 
illness at 21,1 was surprised to find 
the lack of supportive resources 
available for someone my age and 
specifically targeted to women," 
Gasbarrino said. 

“As far as I knew at the time, 
there had not been a foundation 
like this established anywhere in 
Canada, especially for a niche mar¬ 
ket geared towards women between 
the ages of 18 to 40, which was my 
motivation to grow the concept.” 

The idea of the Pink Pearl 
Foundation is to complement exist¬ 
ing programs that may not have the 
expendable resources to focus on 
young women, working with orga¬ 
nizations such as Wellspring 
Niagara and the Canadian Cancer 
Society. 

“It is comprised solely of volun¬ 
teers with an established advisory 
board. It’s a collaborative effort - 
we do what the woman want to 
see,” says Gasbarrino.
